US. Butter 


To Russians 
ee Denied License 


To Export Surplus |

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19 — The 


government today denied an ex- 
port license to a Minnesota bus- 
inessman who sought to buy gov- 
ernment-owned butter for sale to 
Russia. 

In a terse statement issued 
from the office of Secretary of 
Commerce Weeks, it was an- 
nounced that Weeks had rejected 
the application of an American 
exporter for the shipment of but- 
ter to be bought from govern- 


ment stocks in storage. The an- 


nouncement did not mention a 
companion application still pend- 
ing for the export of upwards of 


7,000,000 pounds of cottonseed oil 


to Russia. 


Dwayne Andreas, Mankato, 


Minn., businessman who applied 
for the export license, said to 


night that he had no plans to pur- 
gue the matter any further. 


“My bid for the government 
surplus butter was fully equal to 
the world price,’’ Andreas said. 
*‘I’m not a good enough salesman 
to think I can persuade the Rus- 


sians to pay more than the world | 


price. 

‘I imagine that my 
competitors in Denmark and oth- 
er countries will get the Soviet 
business now.” 


Andreas had offered to buy 40,- 
000,000 pounds of surplus butter. 
According to Agriculture Depart- 
ment officials the Minnesotan’s 
bid was below the world market 
price of 46 cents a pound. They 
added that they had refused to 
consider any bids not in excess of 
50 cents a pound. 


While agriculture officials were 


considering Andreas’ offer, he 
made application for the export 
license in anticipation of a fa- 
vorable reply on his butter offer. 

Rejection of the license applica- 
tion for the butter was foreshad- 
owed here on Friday when Weeks 
told newsmen: 

“I can say this to you as a 
matter of general principle that I 
shall not approve any application 
which would permit any exporter 
to buy butter at a considerably 
lower price than those paid by 
American housewives and then 
send that butter into Russia.”’

Loan Shark Tentacles 
Go Beyond Big City 


The tentacles of the loan shark octopus 
reach beyond the big city. Solicitor Lu- 
ther Hames Jr. of the Cobb Superior Court 
reports that investigation by his office re- 
veals flagrant. violation of existing state 
loan laws. 


“It is sickening,” says Mr. Hames, “it 
always seems to be the little people with 
their backs to the wall who fall victim to 
loan sharks. A large percentage of the 
cases we've investigated have members of 
the family in the hospital. They just 
needed money quick.” 

Now the present laws regarding small 
loans are inadequate. Loan “sharks” get 
away with what amounts to extortion 
within the letter of the law, but the exces- 
sive charges fall far outside the spirit. 
And the objective of the law is to protect 
the “little people with their backs to the 
wall.” 

Evidence that the present lenient 
statutes are being violated is proof 
enough for us that the loopholes in those 
statutes need plugging. 

It’s good to note the aggressive atti- 
tude of the Cobb solicitor. We cite the 
example to other counties.

The alarm was sounded by the proposed Bricker amendment to the 
Constitution which would restrict the President's treaty-making powers. 


That has clearly an anti-United Nations impetus. 


While administration 


leaders sought desperately to compromise this measure or rally enough 
senators to back up President Eisenhower and defeat it, there was an 
informal, but significant, survey of the U.N., public opinion toward it, 
and ways and means to protect it in a session between Secretary of 
State Dulles and a group of senators. 


This developed during Mr. Dul- 
les’ appeararme before a Senate 
foreign relations subcommittee 
which is charged with exploring 
proposals for revision of the United 
Nations charter. This is prepara- 
tory to the decision next year by 
the U.N. as to whether it shall hold 
a conference to review and revise 
its charter as permitted by the 
charter, itself, 10 years after its 
adoption in 1945. 

Secretary Dulles reiterated our 
government’s approval of such a 
conference which he first an- 
nounced some weeks ago. His dis- 
cussion of it with the senators 
eventually brought up the cam- 
paign that has been going on for 
some months against the U.N. 


During his discussion the secre- 
tary put the highest possible value 
on the United Nations. Or at least 
it could get no higher credit, it 
would seem, than this considered 
observation he made to the sena- 
tors: 

“T am as convinced as one can 
be in matters of speculation that 
we would be in, or committed to, 
a general war, without the United 
Nations. If it hadn't been that 
nations were brought together in 
this organization, a general war 
would have been‘likely rather than 
unlikely, as I now. believe it is.” 

It was Sen, Fulbright (Dem., 
Ark.) who brought up the cam- 
paign against the U.N. He said he 
had encountered it here and there 
in the country, particularly in 
southern California. It is having 
an effect among the people who, 


he said, lack information that they 
should have. 

“You hear it over and over that 
none of the other U.N. members 
did anything about Korea,”’ he said. 
“It has not been made clear how 
two of the big U.N. members were 
prevented from doing more be- 
cause of involvements elsewhere. 
France was tied up, as she still 
is, fighting the Communists in 
Indo-China, an effort that has cost 
her, comparatively, far more than 
Korea cost us. Great Britain was 
tied up in Malaya and also in the 
Middle Fast. The smaller nations 
were not equipped to give much 
help.”’ 

Secretary Dulles agreed to this 
diagnosis and agreed also that it 
has not been sufficiently stressed. 
Furthermore, he said it was not 
wise for the U.N. nations to con- 
centrate too great a proportion of 
their forces in Korea. That, he 
said, is exactly what the Com- 
munist enemy wanted, as_ that 
would have left other areas ex- 
posed for aggression. He _ then 
made a statement about the im- 
portance of our meeting. the 
Korean aggression that did not 
bear much resemblance to some 
Republican campaign talk of 1952. 

“T believe,”’ he said, ‘“‘that the 
vital interests of the United States 
would have justified us in taking 
that action alone if we had had 
to do that,”’ adding that, unless we 
had acted to protect our interests 
in that area of the world, the Com- 
munists would have driven us back 
te Hawaii.

The latest development in the 
situation has been reported in a 
press dispatch from Panmunjom, 
which says: 

“The U.N. command charged 
the Communists had impressed 
captured allied soldiers into two 
Communist army units and de- 
manded a neutral investigation. 
A letter to the Neutral Nations 
Armistice Supervisory Commis- 
sion said the prisoners were 
forced into North Korean or Chi- 
nese armies and still were held 
there when all remaining prison- 
ers were to have been handed 
over to the Indians last Sept. 24.”’ 

As to why the case of these 
forgotten Americans has not been 
pressed heretofore, various 
reasons have been advanced to 
newspaper men, but no official 
here has been willing to be quoted 
on the subject. One reason given 


is that possibly some of the boys 
are dead. Another reason sug- 
gested is that the Communists 
often keep prisoners a number of 
years, anyway, and then release 
them. One American official said 
to a Washington newspaper re- 
porter who inquired about the 
failure of the United States Gove 
ernment to follow through on the 
matter: ‘‘What do you want us to 
do—go to war about it?’’ 

This sort of defeatism is in- 
comprehensible to the mothers of 
the missing boys. There are nu- 
merous kinds of leverage which 
can be applied by the United 
States government to secure re- 
spect for American rights. 

There is, for example, the mat- 
ter of East-West trade. The Soviet 
government is striving hard to 
get certain commodities from the 
Western countries. The American 
government can enforce an em- 
bargo for itself and can persuade 
its Allies to withhold any trade 
until the terms of the agreement 
already entered into for the re- 
turn of American prisoners are 
respected. But so far the Depart- 
ment of State has been strangely 
silent, and the Foreign Operations 
Administration has announced 
that it is already relaxing re- 
strictions on trade with countries 
behind the Iron Curtain.

Spring Is for Flowers 


If Stanley Frank Musial ever learned what to do 
about the springtime, chances are this nice young base- 
hit artist would develop a tremendous reputation for 
pitcher-punishing. As is, he rates only as one of the 
greatest hitters of his time. What happens to him in the 
spring, though, is simply outrageous, Even pitchers love 
The Man from April until June, which has 30 days, and 
July, which has 31. 


Last year the Musial spring ran until July, and so it was that 
he’sat on a table top in the room of his sporting goods sponsor in 
Chicago the other day and said grace over the bedeviling ex- 
| perience. 

‘I'm a slow starter,” he said. He 
was neat and clean as a pin, and just 
as straight in posture. There was a lot 
of boy in his face for a man of 33. “But 
there’s no sense in starting that slow, 
I couldn't do anything right. If I'd 
been hitting even .275 when'I was hit- 
ting .225, what a year I'd have had.” 


This boast was not made with- 
out grounds.

“It happens to.the best of them,” he said, a fact established 
by the speaker himself. ‘‘You begin to hit at bad balls.

And then you get to second-guessing 
yourself every time you're up. The good ones you hit, you hit at 
somebody. You get to be your own worst enemy, and the pitchers 
begin to love you. 

“One of these years, I'm going to start off like I finish. That's 
the season I'm waiting for.’’ 

Musial was in Chicago for his one annual national Sport- 
ing Goods show harvest. He lends his name to a glove manu- 
factured by the Rawlings people in St. Louis. That word 
‘lends’ is hardly adequate. More appropriately, Rawlings. 
buys his name for a glove it produces and selis at a rate of 
about 100,000 a year. Musial cuts in on a royalty basis. In

“Couple of years ago,”’ he said, “I came up here for the Na- 
tional Sporting Goods show to be in the Rawlings exhibit like this 
time, and a photographer wanted a picture of me wearing the 
glove. It was a good idea, except that we looked everywhere and 
all we could find was right-handed gloves.”’

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Epilepsy Sufferers 
Find New Hope ~~ 


Nofable changes have taken 
place in the treatment of epilep- 
sy during the past 16 years. New 
drugs have been introduced and 
we have learned the value of diet 
and improvements in living con- 
ditions and the general health. 
Thru such management, 86 per 
cent of those with epilepsy can 
be helped. 

The only drugs available for 
treatment prior to 1938 were 
phenobarbital and the bromides. 
These products were helpful in 
certain types of epilepsy but 
their sedative action interfered 
with normal intellectual proc- 
esses. 

Dilantin was the first new- 
comer and the response was 
dramatic. Then came tridione, 
paradione, milontin, mysoline, 
and phenurone. These anti-con- 
vulsives are somewhat selective 
in the way they work. Dilantin, 
for example, is more effective 
in controling convulsions where- 
as tridione is used to prevent 
blackouts in the less serious type 
(petit mal). 

There are several varieties of 
epilepsy. The convulsion is the 
chief manifestation of grand mal 
whereas momentary loss of con- 
sciousness is typical of petit 
mal. These blackouts, also called 
lapses and absences, last five to 
15 seconds and amount to little
